State's Financial Pinch Brings 
Need For Revising Constitution 
T 
HE government of the great stale of 
Michigan, arsenal of democracy 
and 
the world’s motor kingdom, is broke. 
That 
Michigan is headed for financial 
collapse has been evident for some time. 
What is happening today has been fore­ 
cast for years. That it did not happen soon­ 
er is simply because the inflationary spiral 
of recent years has enabled a steady in­ 
crease in sales tax receipts. 
Disbursem ents by the stet# to schools, 
cities and townships under the sales tax 
diversion amendment are predicated upon 
the previous year’s tax take but are actual­ 
ly paid from current year’s receipts. Be­ 
cause sales tax receipts have been acceler­ 
ating, the state has been able to postpone 
the day of financial reckoning. 
But in­ 
creased state operating costs have hurried 
the day of crisis. 
When sales tax receipt* begin to decline 
or even remain steady, the state's financial 
situation, 
already serious, 
will become 
chaotic. Then the state will be required u n ­ 
der the constitutional amendment to pay­ 
out to schools, cities and townships an even 
greater percentage of the current year s 
tax receipts than is now being paid. This is 
true because the payoff w ill be predicated 
upon the swollen receipts of the previous 
year rather than the reduced receipts of 
he current year — but the payout funds 
will come from current receipts. 
Settlem ent of this problem cannot be 
long postponed. The courses of action for 
solution of the financial crisis are limited. 
One *s an extremely sharp cutback in state 


New French Cabinet 
Not Very Secure 
O 
NCE again the French have a new gov­ 
ernment. But there is nothing in the 
manner of its creation which holds out 
hope it w ill be any more secure than the 
many other short-lived governments that 
have preceded it. 
Antoine Pinay, a newcomer to the pre­ 
miership, won a vote of confidence for his 
new cabinet in the French national assem­ 
bly. But though his margin was 290 to 101, 
more than a third of the assembly mem­ 
bers abstained horn voting. 
To get even the support he has. Pinay 
had to promise not to levy additional taxes 
on the French to help France contribute its 
quota of men and arms to General Eisen­ 
hower’s European defense force. 
The distate of the French for the sacri­ 
fices involved in augmenting their security 
— and the West’s—is 
well 
known. 
The 
events surrounding Pinay’s coming to pow­ 
er indicates that it is almost impossible po­ 
litically to enlist full French backing be­ 
hind the rearmament effort. 
This development sadly underlines the 
evidence that France is more concerned 
with a head-Hi-the-»and effort to lead a 
fulsome domestic existence than it is with 
Ute realities of European life in 1952. Most 
of the French cabinets have fallen over 
velativeiy minor domestic issues. 
No one can guess how long France can 
go on in this way and still retain the re­ 
spect of fellow nations among the Western 
Stoup. As it stands now, France has the 
capacity to lend major power support to 
lite vital campaign to combat communism; 
but it is behaving like a small power and 
giving too little of its potential weight to 
the cause. 
R seems sate to say that the West will 
not watch this performance complacently 
forever and ever. Continuance of French 
reluctance to carry a fair share of the load 
nan only diminish the strength of France’s 
voice in the councils of the West. Contempt 
w ill grow for a nation that talks like a 
great power but seldom acts like one. 
Furthermore, if governments continue to 
topple in Paris as frequently as in recent 
months, there w ill be resentment against 
the French on another score. 
Democracy 
•annot 
impress 
non-democrats 
in 
this 
world if it does not offer stability and con­ 
structive solutions to great problems. 
France today is a very poor showcase tor 
democracy. 


expenses to tudor state spending to prob­ 
able receipts. 
Undoubtedly there ic room 
for considerable savings in the state budget 
but it is doubtful that operating costs can 
be slashed deeply enough for a long enough 
period of time to keep within available r e ­ 
ceipts.

The only other solution is a general re ­ 
vision of the state constitution to remove 
some of the obstacles to efficient, equitable 
distribution of available revenues.

Emotions Are Major Factor In 


Treating 
Ulcerative Colitis

Ulcerative colitis is fortunately a com- 
laratively rare condition, 
but one about 
chich several readers have asked me to 


M ite. It is a disease involving the low er 
jait ol the digestive tract known as the 
arge intestine. 
A c tu a lly , it is probably not correct to 
peak cl it as a single disease since there 
ire several varieties which behave some­ 
what differently and which may require 
lifferent kinds of treatm ent. In practically 
ill kinds, however, quick healing and re- 
•overy is rare 
that long-tim e treatm ent, 
indei a physician’s care, is required 
The cause or causes of ulcerative colitis 
ire still not entirely understood. Infection 
nay play a part, but there is no agreem ent 
>n any out germ, and some difference ol 
opinion on the im portance of infection in 
he general picture. 
Among other possible causes which have 
jeon investigated is the emotional factor. 
Here. too, there is doubt as to w hether this 
is an original cause, but almost certainly 
liter ulcerative colitis has begun, em otion­ 
al stress or strain can and does aggravate 
Lilt symptoms which are already present. 
A more complete understanding, how ­ 
ever, of what causes ulcerative colitis to 
develop in the first place and what pre­ 
vents its more rapid healing is badly need­ 
ed. 
When a patient is found to have ulcera­ 
tive colitis, the usual proceedtire is to try 
medical treatment lirst. It tar. been stated 
Mmr Mi one Jurat of Mm dtoeeva, nut «1CV# 


than five or ten out ot one hundred will 
need surgery. 
In other forms, 
surgery 
should not be delayed too long, it medical 
treatm ent does not bring good results fair­ 
ly promptly. 
The 
medical 
treatm ent includes rest, 
diet, nursing care, blood transfusions, ana 
in some cases it may require the adm inis­ 
tration of drugs or hormones. 
TREATMENT VARIES 
The exact methods to use. of course, de­ 
pend on the individual circumstances, but 
blood transfusions may 
be 
particularly 
mentioned here since patients with ulcera­ 
tive colitis usually lose a good deal ot 
blood, and may need several transfusions 
during acute stages *>f the disease 
Drug treatm ent in many cases includes 
one or more of the sulfa drugs, penicillin 
or aureomycin, and in some cases AUTH 
or cortisone. None of these is always cura­ 
tive, but they have proved of help in some 
cases. 
Those people with ulcerative colitis who 
do not respond well to medical treatm ent 
may require surgery. 
The nature of the 
surgery depends on the location of the ul­ 
cerations in the large intestine, the age and 
physical condition of the patient, and many 
other factors. However, even in this se­ 
vere disease, the careful use of such medi­ 
cal or surgical measures as seems indicat­ 
ed, brings improvement to most of those 
unfortunates who have become sufferers

A l­ 
ready the aluminum shortage has turned to 
an aluminum surplus, while Belgium and 
Luxembourg steel, imported at high prices.

Charles E. Wilson, the man in charge of 
mobilization, is a patriotic, sometimes ir­ 
ritable, Irishman who worked his way up

MfLITARY INEFFICIENCY 
However, there have been three big re a ­ 
sons for the mobilization failure: 
Reason No. I is primarily Wilson's own.

himself. 
Reason No. 2 stems from the first: Con­ 
sistently inefficient military procurement. 
When m ilitary officers, trained chiefly to 
fight, are placed in charge of civilian pro­ 
duction, they nearly always bungle- 
Reason No. 3 is gross underestimation of 
the nation’s productive capacity. 
Wilson 
and his advisers just did not have faith in 
w hat the nation could produce under p res­ 
sure. 
Result of all this is that whereas, during 
the war, the United States was producing 
94,000 airplanes a year, today it’s doubtful 
that we can reach a goal of 15,000 planes 
a year by three years after Korea. 
Another result is that we are woefully 
behind Russia in airplane production, both 
in type of planes and quantities, lf it w ere 
not for the courage and training of A m eri­ 
can pilots, we would be out of luck in the 
ail war over Korea. 
Further result is that we have fallen fai 
below our promises to Europe for w ar m a ­ 
teriel. 
Originally we proposed supplying 
the materiel, Europe the manpower. 
But 
when w'e fall down on materiel, naturally 
.Europe holds back on manpower. “W hat is 
the use,” they argue, “of putting men in 
uniform when they lack modern weapons 
with which to fight?” 
LOWERED GOALS 
Just a little over a year ago, 
Jan u ary 
1951, military and

agreed that even this modest goal was un­ 
attainable.

1,850 planes a 
month— 22,200 a year—they admitted was 
going to be difficult.

they 
convinced President T rum an 
that the airplane goal, as 
of 
Septem ber 
1953, should be reduced to 
1,250 
per 
month 
Today we're producing planes at the 
rate of 675 per mftnth, which compares, in 
weight, to about half of what we produced 
at the time of Pearl Harbor. 
Blame for these delays is not due either 
to the desire of the Joint Chiefs of Staff or 
lack of ability by American industry. 
The job of the Joint Chiefs is to advise 
the President what strength is needed to 
defend the nation, and they have consist­ 
ently set their sights high. But between the 
Joint Chiefs, who do the planning, and the 
American factories, which do the m anu ­ 
facturing. there is a maze of offices gen­ 
erally lumped under the heading of “pro­ 
curement.”

Empty Farm Cribs Reveal Story 
Of Missing U. S.-Pledged Grain 


THE WALL STREET JOURNAL 
Last spring, Farmer X, somewhere in the great Mid­ 
western grain belt, obtained a Commodity Credit Corp. loan 
for $287.60. 
As security, he was permitted to store corn on 
tile faun he occupied as a tenant. On August 24 he sold that 
corn to a local feed store— though still owing $100.04 on the 
loan. 
He got into his 1933 Ford, drove off, and hasn’t been 
seen since. 
On January 4, 1950, Farm -*--------------------------------------------- 
el* Y obtained a $1,400 C.C.C. 
loan on his 1949 
corn 
crop, 
storing the grain in his own 
barnyard crib as security. He 
promised to repay the 
note 
in the of 1950, after the new 
harvest came 
in. 
But 
wet 
weather ruined his 1950 plant­ 
ings, so Mr. Y was left with 
a balance of $633.50 he cou-ld- 
n’t pay. 
How about the 1949 crop sup­ 
posed to be iii storage? A checkup 
revealed that it had been sold. 
Officials of the Agricultural De­ 
partment, left 
holding the bag. 
kept dunning him: he promised he 
would certainly settle the obli­ 
gation by November 15, 1951, af­ 
ter this next harvest. 
This he 
failed to do; the American tax ­ 
payer is still out $633.50. 
But to 
this day no 
criminal 
or 
civil 
charges have been entered against 
him by the G overnm ent’s lawyers. 
On July 14. 1951, Tenant F a r­ 
mer Z was granted a C.C.C. loan 
for $1,519.96, and he likewise was 
permitted to back his borrowing 
with corn stored on 
the 
farm. 
Sometime between July and Dec­ 
ember—Agriculture 
Department 
officials aren’t sure w hen—he sold 
this collateral. 
Nothing has been 
paid on the loan, and the case has 
not been taken to court. 
Random Selection 
These are cases pulled at ran­ 
dom from the files of the Chicago 
regional office of the Agriculture 
Department, which covers Wiscon­ 
sin. 
Illinois, 
Indiana. 
Michigan, 
Kentucky 
and 
Ohio. 
Casper 
Murphy, assistant solicitor, says: 
“We have 39 
grain 
conversion 
cases involving farmers pending 
in this region. Some of them were 
referred to us in the last few days 
while others have been pending 
for over a year. 
The amounts in­ 
volved range from $34 to $2,000— 
indications are the average is be­ 
tween $600 and $700.” 
Yet in this six-state area not a 
single prosecution is pending in 
any such vanishing grain case. As 
to how many cases have been 
handed to the Department of Ju s­ 
tice ior possible prosecution, Mr. 
Murphy says:

AS WE LIVE 
Must Wife Dread Meeting 
Of Father And Ex-Husband 
By ELIZABETH B. HURLOCK, PH. D. 
(Q) ‘T ve been divorced for IO year* and have three lovely 
teenage children. I never remarried, hoping that my husband 
would come back to me. He comes to see the children twice a 
week. Several years ago. he married a woman young enough to 
be his daughter and that hurt the children very much. But, that 
marriage didn’t last long because he couldn’t keep up with her 
fast life. My father doesn’t know he comes to see the children. I 
never told him because of his poor health. Now that he can get 
around a little, he comes to see me often. I am so afraid my father 
and my ex-husband will meet. I don’t want to hurt either of 
them as I love them both very much and my children would feel 
terrible, too. Please advise me about what to do.” 
This is a case where “honesty is the best policy”. Make a clean 
breast of the whole matter to both your father and your ex-husband. 
Explain to both of them your reason for not telling your father about 
your ex-husband’s visits to your home to see the children and ask 
both of them to try to be friendly if and when they meet. 
It would be perfectly natural for your father to resent the way 
your husband behaved when he divorced you and married a younger 
woman. Any father would resent such behavier and would not want 
to be civil to the man who mistreated his daughter and his grand­ 
children. 
But, there would be nothing to be gained by your father’s show­ 
ing his resentm ent and much to be lost. If your father insulted your 
husband or made things unpleasant for him when he came to see the 
children, your husband might give up his visits completely. Then 
your children would be the losers. 
Try to make your father understand that your ex-husband loves 
his children and wants to be with them as any normal father would 
Explain to him. also, that as you have never stopped loving your 
husband or hoping that he would return to you. you are encouraging 
his visits in the hope that, sometime, the family may be reunited. 
Your father could do much to bring this about if he would show 
your former husband, when they meet, that he is still on good terms 
with him and that he hopes a reconciliation will take place, for the 
sake of the children.

Eggs Are Bargain 
Food During The 
Lenten Season 
Homemakers are finding eggs a 
food bargain this Lenten season. 
Retail prices of eggs are down and 
likely to stay down because pro­ 
duction is 
getting 
heavier 
says 
Mary Bodwell, food economist for 
the agricultural economics depart­ 
m ent at Michigan State College. 
Egg prices have dropped since 
early in December and are much 
lower than last year. So the in­ 
creased use of eggs can 
make 
a 
real saving in the food budget. 
Valuable Food 
Eggs are one of our most valu­ 
able foods. They can be used as a 
m eat alternate because the 
pro­ 
tein is complete—which means it 
contains all the amino acids ne­ 
cessary for building and repairing 
body tissues.

Distance rather than time has 
caused each of us to feel slight 
pangs of homesickness.

giant airliners can put a lot of 
miles between you and your loved 
ones before you realize what is 
happening.

done much to smooth our travel, 
the whirling propellers

“Good Hope,”

our journey, seem to have put a 
world between us and our homes 
and friends. 
Strangely though, 
we are getting to like the “Good 
Hope,” just as you like to meet a 
new acquaintance from America 
when you are thousands of miles 
away. 
That is probably because 
we first saw the “Good Hope” just 
before we boarded her on Amer­ 
ican soil. She is our one tangible 
link with home, and we know 
that one day before long she will 
return us to our own beloved 
country of the United States.

crime is concerned, Mr. Scavarda 
says there is practically none in 
Berlin. 
Greatest problem is with 
the refugees from East Germany 
and the satellite nations. 
An av­ 
erage of 180 a day ate coming over 
the western sectors of Berlin. Be­ 
cause they do not have certificates 
of citizenship it is 
difficult 
for 
them to obtain jobs. Hence their 
only means of livelihood is to en­ 
gage in black m arket activities. 
“In dealing with these refugees 
we must determine whether they 
came over for political or econ­ 
omic reasons. 
If they can prove 
that they are political refugees 
and that their lives would be in 
jeopardy if we sent them back, 
we try to absorb them into the 
economy of 
Western 
Germany. 
But if they came merely because 
they believed they could get a 
better job or because they felt 
that, in general, life would be bet­ 
ter for them in the free world, un­ 


fortunately we must send them 
back. 
“Obviously,” said Mr. Scavarda, 
“if we let down the bars com­ 
pletely, everyone in East Germany 
would come over, as well as thou­ 
sands from the satellite nations 
who might find a way to escape. 
It would be impossible for West­ 
ern Germany to absorb them.” 
Scavarda says that, even under 
the existing rules, more than 170,- 
000 East Germans have come over 
since the Berlin blockade. 
Some­ 
how everyone behind the iron cur­ 
tain has learned of the tremendous 
job America did during the Ber­ 
lin Airlift. 
They feel, therefore, 
that Berlin is the gateway to free­ 
dom.

LANSING — (ZP)—A new sched­ 
ule of workm en’s 
compensation 
rates effective April I will save 
insuring employers in 
Michigan 
approximately $2,900,000 this year, 
state insurance commissioner Jo ­ 
seph A. Navarre announced. 
The new schedule will provide 
for an overall rate reduction, Na­ 
varre said. 
Of the 745 classifications in the 
rate manual, 511 will show a de­ 
crease of IO per 
cent, 
Navarre 
said. 
In a group of 234 addition­ 
al classifications, 168 will be re­ 
duced from 20 to 40 per cent, 40 
will remain unchanged and

Navarre said he based his esti­ 
mate of a saving of $2,900,000 on 
the estimated premium value tor 
workmen’s compensation in 1951 
of approximately $35,000,000. 
Navarre said the present rate
